A Press Association correspon- 
dent stated that the Eighth Air 
Force in two days has knocked out 
more than 5,000 railway freight 
cars, of which about 2, were 
eliminated yesterday. Another 221 
locomotives, 217 trucks, and 79 
other military vehicles, as well as 
a forty-car ammunition train found 
near Rouen, have been hit. The 
Germans are still strongly defend- 
ing the flank in Normandy, wit 
increasing resistance in the Laize- 
Orne area. German resistance is 
reported to have decreased in the 
Vire area. 

In the last two days the British 
and Americans have used air power 
more effectively in support of battle 
operations than it has ever been 
used before.

Typhoid Fever 
Under Control 


Dr. M. Russell, Medical Officer 
of Health, states that the outbreak 
of typhoid fever in Dublin is com- 
pletely under control. 

It was caused, he said, by a 
carrier, and not by any contamina- 
tion of milk or water supplies. 
The source of the outbreak was 
discovered when the first cases came 
to the notice of the Public Health 
Department, and immediately action 
was taken to segregate the carrier 
and to remove any possibility of 
further —_ infection. The City 
Manager and he were satisfied that 
there was no cause for alarm. 

Referring to the outbreak of 
food-poisoning in Drimnagh, which 
involved twenty persons, Dr. Russell 
says that it was limited, being con- 
fined to families who were neigh- 
bours in that district and accus- 
tomed to helping each other in the 
preparation of food. The patients 
were removed to hospital, and, 
while they suffered considerable 
inconvenience, they were not very 
seriously ill, and there were no 
deaths. The infection was due. to 
a specific organism which was not 
necessarily associated with bad, 
diseased or unsound food. It could 
occur in sound food and could be 
conveyed through the agency of 
rats, mice and flies. Dr. Russe 
adds that the only possible way to 
safeguard food from infection was 
to protect it from flies or other con- 
taminating agents. 

There were 48 cases of typhoid 
under treatment in Dublin hospitals 
during the week ended August 5th.

West of Pskov, our troops, con- 
tinuing their offensive, captured by 
storm the town of Vyrub, a district 
centre of the Estonian Republic 
(S50 miles west of Pskov).
